With a scientist's patience, 
Dr. Waksman succeeded in 
isolating Streptomycin in 1943 
after many fruitless attempts 
with bacteria-killing substances 
from the soil 

Through intensive studies, he 
discovered the drug to have de- 
sirable characteristics includ- 
ing a much lower toxic effect 
on animals than other -such 
substances previously isolated. 
Streptomycin proved active 
against a number of bacteria 
not affected by sulfa or peni- 
cillin. 

Only two years after its iso- 
lation, the drug was in large 
scale production and in use 
against many infections. This 
‘miracle drug" is the most ef- 
fective antibotic yet discovered 
against tuberculosis in any 
form.

INCREASES DURING 1950 


This area showed a healthy
